They  are  the  hardiest  and  most  useful  plants  for  house 
decoration  so  that  even  in  the  city  in  dry  steam-heated  apart¬ 
ments  they  can  be  used  as  window  boxes,  as  plants  for  the 
centre  of  the  dining  room  table  and  for  ornamentation  through¬ 
out  the  house.
